As required by statute we herewith submit the Municipal An- 
nual Report for the fiscal year ending February 15th, 1977. 

We have taken advantage of several municipal programs which 
included a full time man for the Road Department totaling 
$3,092.82. The SPEDY Program, summer employment of youth 
totaled $862.57. We have received reimbursement of Federal 
Disaster Funds totaling $6,055.86. Also, several eligible home- 
owners have taken advantage of “Project Save Fuel”. This was 
a returnable amount of $10,011.25 of which each taxpayer has 
already contributed to. As long as there are Municipal Pro- 
grams and we as taxpayers must contribute to them we should 
take advantage of them as other municipalities do. 


The town at a Special Town Meeting held on November 13, 1976 
also voted to adopt the Secret Ballot, also known as Australian 
Ballot, method of voting as well as the Town Management Form 
of Government. The success or failure of any form of govern- 
ment depends on the enthusiasm of the people and their interest 
and cooperation. If you have members who do not work together, 
only the town suffers for their personal differences. 


We hope when voting this March 19th, you give serious con- 
sideration to the candidates and the efforts they propose for 
the benefit of the town.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the various 
officers of the Town of Canaan has been completed for the mun- 
icipal year ended February 15, 1977. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions and 
an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The results are 
incorporated in the following comments, exhibits and support- 
ing schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations reflected 
net departmental balances lapsed to general fund surplus of 
$1,825.48.

The Roads and Bridges, Winter Roads, and Truck Mainten- 
ance account for the major portion of the overdraft balance. 


ASSETS: The General Fund cash balance of $31,629.70 was 
reconciled with statements furnished by Maine National Bank, 
Pittsfield, Maine, for checking, and Waterville Savings Bank, 
Pittsfield for savings. 


Accounts receivable of $2,821.83 represents the balance due 
for State Aid Construction. All Deposit balances were confirmed 
direct with the various banks. 


Taxes receivable of $20,271.31 represent the uncollected bal- 
ance of the 1976 commitment of $19,445.67 and the balance of 
$825.64 applicable to prior years. 


Tax Liens amounted to $2,596.00, an increase of $133.70. 


Tax acquired property amounted to $574.70. 


SURPLUS: The unappropriated surplus of the Town amounted 
to $56,973.58 at the year end, an increase of $2,299.50 as com- 
pared with the preceding year. 


TRUST FUNDS: Trust Fund principals totaled $32,625.00 at 
the year end, while unexpended income amounted to $8,027.20. 


Trust Fund investments were confirmed with the Skowhegan

The Town has not maintained a record of its general fixed 
assets, and accordingly a statement of general fixed assets, re- 
quired by generally accepted accounting principles, is not in- 
cluded in the financial report. 


In our opinion, the accompanying Balance Sheets and Exhi- 
bits present fairly the financial position of the Town of Canaan 
at February 15, 1978, and the results of its operations for the 
period then ended in conformity with generally accepted prin- 
ciples of municipal accounting applied on a consistent basis.

The year’s operation reflected an expended Departmental Bal- 


ance of $10,003.76 which was closed to surplus. Overdrawn bal- 
ances and unexpended balances, in total, are as follows:

The largest unexpended balances were in the Roads and Brid- 
ges, Winter Roads and new Snowplow. 


Assets: The general cash balance of $12,140.50 was on deposit 
with the Maine National Bank, Pittsfield, Maine, and a savings 
account of $17,733.68 on deposit with the Waterville Savings 
Bank, Pittsfield, Maine. 


Of the $23,375.67 taxes receivable at February 15, 1978, 
$22,408.78 was applicable to taxes assessed in 1977. The remain- 
der applies to years ending February 15, 1977, 1976, 1975 and 
1974. 


Tax liens amounted to $3,631.64, an increase of $1,035.64. 


Liabilities, Reserves and Surplus: Departmental balances car- 
ried of $226.45 consisted of various operating account balances 
carried forward to 1978 in accordance with legal requirements 
or customary practice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $57,701.26, an in- 
crease of $727.68. The increase is primarily attributed to the 
Excise Taxes and Interest. 


Trust Funds: The trust funds are invested in bank deposits. 
The total trust funds amounted to $41,940.89, which were con- 
firmed by direct correspondence with the depository. 


Reserve Funds: The Reserve Fund consisted of Federal Rev- 
nue Sharing of $40,656.91, the Recreation Escrow Fund of $401.03, 
the Hubbard Village Improvement Fund of $262.21, and the 
Anti-Recession Fund of $11,754.09. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 
acuracy of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank state- 
ments furnished by the depository or by direct bank confirma- 
tion. Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine 
the correctness of recorded assets. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Voucher payrolls and can- 
celled checks were examined for a selected period. Excise tax 
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collections were verified with copies of the receipts retained 
by the collector. Debt and trust fund transactions were reviewed 
and verified by confirmation. Surety bond coverage was reviewed.
